D r e a d f u l A c c i d e n t — F all o f sit build­ 
ings and l,0ss o f Idle.— About I i o’clock 
yesterday, six new buildings iii the course 
of erection in Twenty-first-st., between 
Fifth and Sixth avenues,fell with a tremen­ 
dous crash, carrying with them some 30 
or 32 workmen, principally masons and 
carpenters, who were employed oil them at 
the tune. 
T h e workmen had just returned from 
their dinners, and were engaged in topping 
out the walls ami finishing the roof. 
T he 
houses were six stories high, large and 
handsome to outward appearance, but built 
with the most criminal disregard to securi­ 
ty. 
T h e bricks iii the walls seemed Ro be 
merely touched with mortar, for there was 
scarcely any perceptible adhesion. 
From 
all that we can learn, this defect was the 
main cause of the accident. 
So sudden was the crash thai but five or 
six of the workmen escaped, one of whom 
sprang from the sixth story. 
He alighted 
on a heap of sand, fortunately, aud was not 
injured, though so bew ildered by the shock 
and fright as to be unable to give any ac­ 
count of what had happened.

their ti un m otive, although they w ere more or 
loss under religious influence. 
H e wished not 
to rob their w reath of a single leaf to which they 
weie entitled; he wished to give them thsir ju st 
meed of praise, yet he could not enduro th at the 
country, year after year, should bo flooded with 
tracts, pam phlet* and the like, of garbl 'd hiatal y. 
lie wished them to be view ed in th eir true light 
— as an industrious, prudent, gnin-seeking peo­ 
ple, as nonconform ists to th* C hurch of H enry 
V H I, as puritan* that fled from persecution, and 
n* the hardy pioneers from which New England 
sprung—the germ of th# live Y ankee. 
B ut at 
tho same tim e he would not have a cloak thrown 
over their own intolerance ; their desire to form 
an ecclesiastical governm ent a-, tyrannical a* the 
one from w hich they flgd; thuir robbery of th* 
Indian’s stores, nnd tho appropriating of their 
lands; their outrageous cruelties to the true 
ow ner* of tho soil, and tho dissensions among 
them selves, that led the red man to thank the 
G reat Spirit that lie was not a J alc face. 
'I he founders of Rhode H a n d were tho true 
P urltans— tw ice exiled, and for conscience rake. 
They left their homes for religious liberty ; but 
they found thnt a coal bud been filched from the 
funeral pyre they fled, only to be funned into n 
flame to consum o them in America. 
Again they 
w andered yet farther into the w ilderness; nnd 
the first and testing law of th a t little band—lib­ 
erty to worship God according to the dictates of 
m an’s own conscience—was the truo aud only 
motive for seeking ti home w ith the savage.— 
T’hoy acknowledged no right iii K ing James to 
grant the hinds of tho natives, any more than 
they would subm it to his religious creed ; and in 
their w anderings to tho shores of N arragansett, 
they ticatod the Indians as tho rightful owners ol 
the soil; paying a ju s t price for the lands they 
desired. 
It was this, and their desire^ to ch ris­ 
tianize the savage, as well as th eir tolerance to ­ 
ward one another, th at i roved in them religious 
zeal; it is this th at has modo Rhode Island what 
he is; and it hu# apicad th at freedom of con­ 
science until it is felt in every corner of the coun­ 
try. 
T he settlers of tho state doeervo the highest 
praise and veneration; b u t, though felt, it hue 
not been fully accorded : tho namo r f 1*11 grim 
bas not been aw arded them ; they have only been 
looked uj*on as seceders, will Ic tho glory of all 
th at has boon done, and th* privilege* springing 
from freedom of conscience have been traced to 
P lym outh; leaving the great and glorious works 
of W illiam *, C’lnike, Coddingtcm nnd G orton ta 
slum ber w itll them in their grave*. 
Tho very 
safety of tho early colonies is owing to tho in ­ 
fluence exerted by W illiam s over the Indians, 
who listened to tho word* ot tru th thnt flowed 
from Iii* lip*, mid who raised not an arrow against 
his colony u n til th a t body was forced by Boston 
and P lym outh, to assist in exterm inating their 
tribe. 
Th* lecturer called upon Rhode* Islander* to 
perpetuate the deed* of the valiant nu n thnt 
founded our state, nnd to eruct lusting m onu­ 
m ents to their m em ory. 
Even the Sachem*, thnt 
so befriended us, sleep iii unknow n graves ; but 
Utica*, the cringing, m urderer, the Moody can­ 
nibal thnt declared the flesh, ru t from the shoul­ 
der of his dying enem y, to be hi.* sw eetest morsel, 
has-his m onum ent, w hile M iantonom i, the good, 
tho noble friend mid com panion of W illiam s, 
sleeps w ith o u t a stone to murk the spot. 
W e have already exceeded our lim its, Mid 
therefore m ust bid adieu to this interesting su b ­ 
ject.
